"HE KEPT HIS COURSE. 


Told Him He 'Would See 
thing, end He Did. 


"Men in our lin<j of business liave plen- 


ty of queer experffences," said a veteran 
bar pilbt, "bnt I think the strangest 
that ever fell to my lot happened ia 1803, 
right after the great hurricane that 
swept down the south coast and drowned 
eo many poor fisher folk on the little is- 
lands. The storm blew itself away on a 
Sunday," the pilot went on, "and next 
Sunday morning, baring nothing in par- 
ticular to do, I decided to take otir 
steamer, which was a handy. little 12 
knot craft, and go for a two Hours' run 
out into the gulf from South point to 
Bee what I could see. The water was 
Still full of driftwood and wreckage from 
the fishermen's cabins, but we noticed 
nothing in particular until we had been 
out about an bour; then one of the men 
On the boat sighted a Cig red can buoy 
aver to the sou'west. It was a govern- 
ment mark that had drifted away from 
Its moorings, and he suggested that we 
go and see where it belonged. Ordinarily 
I would have said all rigbt, but some- 
thing—I don*t know what or why—made 
me refuse. 'No,' said I, -'we won't cbange 
our course. Keep her head straight for 
an hour more, ami maybe we'll see some- 
thing better than runaway red cans.' 


"I had no idea tbat my words vrould 


come true, but in half an hopr we came 
in eight ot a little raft dead ahead of us 
and aa we got nearer we made out what 
seemed to.be a child 'on top of it 
WG 


ran to within a couple of hundred feet 
before we stopped, and tbon we saw that 
the raft was evidently tho floor of some 
fisherman's cabin. Tie child was a boy 
of 14 or thereabout, and be was sitting 
down with his head hanging forward oa 
his breast and his arms stretched out, 
clutching the planks. He looked for all 
the world as if h£ were dead, but he was 
only asleep and when I rang the bell ba 
straightened up all of a sudden and glared 
at the ship like a person in a dream. All 
he bad on was a little shirt. And while 
we lowered a small boat and pulled over 
to him he gat so, staring and saying not 
a word. 
He had strength enouga to 


climb in, but whea we reached the ship 
he fainted. 


"The poor boy bad been on that float1 


lug floor for 7 days and 12 hours," 
continued the pilot. "He was the son of 
a Gascon oysterrnan who lired on Grand 
Isle and tbe hurricane had caught him 
alone in tbeir cabin. It tore the ram- 
shackle but to pieces, and he found him- 
self adrift on the floor, wbicb bad hung 
together. How he lived through tbe 
storm is one of those mysteries tbat can 
never be explained, but he was carried 
far off the coast and next morning Tras 
out of sight of land in tbe open gulf. 
Then followed a solid week, spent with- 
out food, water or shelter of any kind. I 
have been a seafaring man all my life 
«ntl bave known Of many wonderful es- 
capes from death on tbe deep waters, but 
nprer of anything to compare witb this. 
The (boy had to lie down on the raft to 
keep from falling off, and wben be grew 
Veak the crawfish bit him untrl he was 
a mnss of wounds. 


"Of course, most of what I have relat' 


ed we learned afterward, wben he was 
strong enou?-b t9 talk. As soon as wo 
got him aboard we headed for "South 
Point. IS miles away, for, as bad luck 
would bave it, there "was not a particle ot 
food or liquor on tbe sbip. Fortunately, 
however, we hailed the fruiter Break- 
water and got a little brandy and a can 
of condensed milk and it was marvelous 
how a fow spoonfuls of nourishment ro- 
rived tho lad. At quarantine I turned 
him over to .the doctor, and in a week he 
vras practically well. 
Then an uncle 


came and I have never heard from him 
since. 
"I bave often wondered," said tbe old 


pilot iu conclusion, "where the strange 
impulse canio livm tbat muue tile insist, 
upon holding our course that Sunday 
morning. If I had turned aside, as tho 
men on board desired, the castaway 
would undoubtedly bave been lost. 
It 


was not within the limit of possibility 
that he could have lasted another day."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

RUSSIA AND THE UNITED 8TATJBS. 


The reply of the United States to the 


Russian proposal to withdraw the 
trvx>ps from Pekin is deservedly at- 
tracting the attention of all the powers 
The opinion and attitude of the Unittd 
States are in the following abstract 
from the reply: 


"In our 'opinion these purposes could 


best be attained by the joint occupa- 
tion of Pekin under a definite under- 
standing between the powers until the 
'Chinese government shall have been re- 
established and shall be in a positron 
to enter into nev treaties with ade- 
quate provisions for reparation anld 
guarantees of future protection. With 
the establishment and recognition of 
such 
authority- the United States 


would wish to- "withdraw its military 
forces from P«fein and remit to the 
processes of p«acetal negotiation our 
just demankis'. 


"We consider, how-ever, that a con- 


tinued occupation of Pekin would be in- 
effective to produce the desired result 
unless all the papers unite therein with 
entirft harmony of purpose. Any power 
which, determines 
to withdraw 
its 


troops from Pekini will necessarily pro- 
ceed thereafter to protect its Interests 
in China by Its own. method, and we 
think that this would m&ke a general 
withdrawal expedient. As to the time 
and mariner of -withdrawal we think 
that in view of the impOR-fect knowl- 
edge of the military situation resulting 
from the interruptions t>f telegraphic 
communication the several 
military 


commanders ai. Pekin should be in- 
structed to confer an'd agree together 
upon the withdrawal as a concerted 
mo\ement, as they agreed upon the ad- 
vance. 


'The result oE these considerations Is 


that, unless there is such a general ex- 
pression by'the powers in favor of con- 
tiriued occupation as to modify 
the 


views expressed by the government of 
Russia and lead to ,a general agree- 
ment for continued occupation, we shall 
give instruction to the commander of 
the American forces in Chink to with- 
draw our troops from Pekin after due 
conference with the other cfommanders 
as to the time and manner. 


The Ruslsan proposal, coming very 


unexpectedly, 
placed 
the 
United 


States in an em^aiasslng position. The 
one thLttg- the United States does not 
•want to do, and does not want to be 
susipectea of doing, is maintaining1 an 
army at Pekin, -or anywhere in "China, 
for the purpose of stringent measures 
.gainst 
China. The 
United 
States 


should be Hie first among the jwywers 
to withdraw, in the expectation of the 
world, sine* she has no ulterior motives 
and is not to be suspected of entertain- 
ing schemes against Chinese territoiial 
integrity. But there js a time to with- 
draw, and the prf-sent does not appear 
to be the time. The United States 
frankly says as much t0 Eussia. but 
as frankly states that if Russia with 
draws the "Cuited States will withdraw 
also. The d2j>artm'.jnt of state sees 
that to rc--"-alli aff r Puss a or anv 
other power had wi'hcirawn, holding 
ih,t the p. rrose of -•!=; alli^ <;xjedi- 
tion had tfen accomtdipher!, would be 
to destroy the United States' moral 
advantage in the nr-^i^n* cr's s

The Way to Give Medtelae to These 


Highly Sensitive Patients. 


In all treatment o£ a sick dog re- 


meaaber you are dealing with a highly 
sensitive and nervous patient. Be very 
gentle, ^jpid roughness or anything 
likely to alarm him. In giving him any 
liquid medicine do not open his mouth, 
but, placing him between your knees, 
with his face looking in the same direc- 
tion as your own, gently raise his jaw 
and, pulling his lips away from his 
teeth on cue &U»e of his mouth, to form 
a cup or funnel, very slowly pour from 
bottle or spoon the quantity he I? to 
have Into it. 


Keep his bead raised for a minute or 


two and if he does not swallow the 
dose Insert a spoon between his front 
teeth. This will have the effect of 
drawing off his attention from the 
medicine and he will usually swallow 
at once. If the dose is a pill, bolus or 
anything solid, hold his beud the same 
way as before mentioned, but with the 
left hand under lower jaw, press firmly 
on each side with thumb and finger at 
the junction of upper and lower jaws: 


This will usually cause him to open 


bis mouth, when the dose should be 
put into the mouth as far back as 
possible over the tongue (or he will spit 
It cut) and close the jaws somewhat 
sharply, and in most cases the deed Is 
dene. If any trouble arises with the 
action of his front paws this may be 
got over by wrapping him round with 
A shawl or coarse apron-

TRICKS OF THE TRADE. 


lien Do Hot Always Get the Cigar 


They Pay For. 


'At the cigar, stand of an up town hotel 


a guest 'asKed the'dealer for an imported 
cigar. 


The' dealer handed out a handful of 


cigars which were in all appearance the 
real tbis.iT. 


''Are thesf real imported cigars?" ask- 


ed the purchaser, depositing his quarter 
on the little change mat. 


"Yes, sir,"*e.eponded the other. 
"It is too nice a night tor n dispute." 


said the guest to a reporter, "andnsince 
the cigar is a good one I will smoke it, 
but'it is not an imported cigar that he 
sold me, though it resembles one. It waa 
made in this country of imported tobacco. 
If I called this dealer down, he would 
say, 'What's the difference?' as the to- 
bacco was grown on the island of Cuba. 


"I am an internal revenue inspector, 


and I can tell at a glance whether a cigar 
Is the imported article in the bor from 
Havana or whether it is made in this 
country of imported leaf. The difference 
is great in many ways, nnd the fact that 
the average judge of cigars cannot detect 
it is no excuse why he does not get what 
he calls for. Who can tell the difference 
between a Paris made gown and one 
made here of the same imported ma- 
terials? 
Very few. 
The difference ia 


usually about §100 In favor of the dress- 
maker. 


"But with cigars it is another matter. 


Some dealers will tell you that we inaka 
a better article of imported rolled tobac- 
co than the Cuban cigar makers. Per- 
haps so. The dealer makes a bigger 
profit on the sale, and that is what he is 
looking out for. 


"If you desire to buy n cigar made by 


Cuban workmen and the real imported 
thing, examine the boi for the internal 
revenue stamps. They will he observed, 
if you look carefully, and are six in num- 
ber. 
All bear the words 'Imported cig- 


ars, United States customs,' and the 
number of the cigars contained in the 
box plainly engraved at each end of the 
etamp, in the center of which is the en- 
graving of a steam sin p. 


"The stamp for the boi containing 25 


cigars is smaller than the others and is 
drab in color. 
The box containing 50 


cigars is distinguished by a green stamp, 
the 100 blue, the 230 red and the 500 yel- 
low ochre in delicate tints. 


"There is a difference in both the smoke 


and the flavor of a cigar made by Ha- 
vana workmen and those made at the 
principal tobacco marts hero. Our mak- 
ers do not import the very finest leaf for 
the very excellent reason that the Cubans 
won't allow it to leave the island, desir- 
ing it for their own high grade cigars of 
London and Taris. The Cubans roll their 
cigars in n way peculiar to themselves, 
and when a man ca'ils for the genuine 
rolled article he wants it and ought to 
have it."—Washington Star.

the worii. Fi*m glirfaCt indications it 
would seem that a lar<e part <rf the state 
is hallow, and the erten: of Wind cava 
is uuknewa. It was discovered ia 1S77 
by a nittorlous character known aa 
"tame Jehafiy," who distinguished him- 
self on eaveral occasion^ by holding up 
the Deadwood stage and ambushing car- 
ftvans of unwary travelers. His lack o4 
prudence in one, of these adventxires re- 
sulted in a "necktie party" which ended 
Johnny's career, so that he was not ab!a 
to 
profit 
by his discovery.

McDonfild rediscovered the phenomenon 
in 1884 by finding a large gap in tn* 
plain throuch wbiah the wind was pour- 
ing out with great force, like the draft of 
a chimney. There are similar vent hoie» 
at treq««!»t intervals over the prairie, and 
the people of this neighborhood chiim 
that several have been opened within th» 
Jast few years. 


The cave is divided into chambers. 
It 


is asserted that more than 3,000 different 
rooms have already been discovered, 
varying iu size from 12 feet in diameter 
to over three acres, aud this is believed 
to be only a small portion of the cavern. 
The c:ne ceiling is not so high that of 
Mammoth cave, and the geologic forms- 
tions are not as wonderful as those ofl 
Laray, but it has many attractions, and 
one in particular—tbe dryness of the at- 
mosphere—which is said to afford instant 
and cuuipifle icliex to asthmatic people. 
The temperature of the cave is about 45 
degrees the year round, being unaffoctei 
by the variations of the thermometer out- 
side, but the variations of the barometet 
are sharply perceptible. When the mer- 
cury rises on the outside, a current of ai« 
flows into the cave and follows a certain 
direction. AVheu the glass falls, this cur- 
rent changes and the air Hows in anotht?H 
direction. This phenomenon hna not boeu 
studied by competent meteorologists, but 
is so apparent that it attracted the at- 
tention of the early explorers of the can- 
yon. 


The effect of the air on the cave upon 


asthmatic people is equally peoullar. A) 
sufferer from that disease ends imme- 
diate relief upon entering the cave, and. 
there will bo no return of the trouble foe 
several dnys after. 
Tbis has suggested 


tbi> possibility of a permanent cure for 
Mich as can have the privilege of visiting 
'lie cave frequently-—Chicago Record.
